FINES FOR JANUARY 


Receipts for Month in Court of 
Criminal Correction Exceed 
All Such 1920 Revenue. 


The Board ef BEdueation, as a re- 
sult of the ratification and enforce- 
ment of the Missouri bone dry law, 
will receive for January, in fines col- 
lected in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
recfion, more thah it received all of 
last year. 

Clerk Knittel today totaled the 
fines collected in the two courts this 
month and found them to be exactly 
$5000, with the possibility of being 
increased by cases on the dockets for 
today. 

Of this amount $4700 was collect- 
ed in liquor fines. Of the remaining 
$300, a 2onuw forfeiture accounted 
for $180, leaving only $120 fines ac- 
tually collected outside of. liquor 
cases. The total fines collected last 
year were $4897.22. 

Announcement of ratification of 
the bone dry law was made Nov. 29, 
but the first case under it was not 
tried until Dec. 8, and there were 
comparatively few cases in Decem- 
ber, the fines amounting to only 
$800. 

The fines collected in January do) 
not represent all the cases that were 
begun during the month.

GERMANY INFORMING HER 
OF REPARATIONS TO BE PAID 


arations Commission notes 

bearer payable at the Ara 
specified in article 1, paragraph 
1, of the present agreement. 

The amount of these notes shall 

be equivalent to each of the 

half-yearly sums payable under 
said paragraph. 

“Instructions shall be given 
to the Reparations Commission 
with a view to facilitating reali- 
zation by the Powers which so 
demand, the share to be attrib- 
uted to them in accordance with 
the agreements in force between 
them. 

“Article Germany shall be 
at Hberty at any time to make 
payments in advance on account 
of the fixed portion of the sum 
owing. : 

“Advance payments shail be 
applied in the reduction of the 
fixed annuities provided for in 
the first paragraph of article 1. 
For this purpose anmuities shall 
be discounted at the rate of 8 per 
cent until May 1, 1923; 6 per 
cent from May 1, 1923, to May I, 
1925; 6&6 per cent from May 1, 
1925. 

Credit Operation Restricted. 

“Article 4. Germany shall not 
directly embark on any credit 
operation outside her own terri- 
tory without the approval of the 
Reparations Commission. This 
provision applies to the Gov- 
ernment of the German empire. 
To the Governments of the Ger- 
man states, to the German pro- 
vincial and municipal authori- 
ties and to any companies or un- 
dertakings under control of said 
Governments or authorities. 

“Article 5. In pursuance of 
article 248 of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, all the assets and rev- 
enues of the empire’'and of the 
German states shall be applica- 
ble to insure complete execution 
by Germany of the provisions of 
the present arrangement. 

“The proceeds of the German 
maritime and land customs, in- 
cluding in particular the pro- 
ceeds of all import and export 
duties and of any tax subsidiary 
thereto shall constitute special 
security for the execution of the 
present agreement. 

“No modification which might 
diminish the proceeds of the 
customs shall be made in the 
German customs laws or regula- 
tions without approval of the 
Reparations Commission. All 
German customs receipts must 
be encashed on behalf of the 
German Government by a Re- 
ceiver-General of German Cus- 
toms appointed by the German 
Government with the approval 
of the Reparations Commission. 

Penalties Are Provided. 

“In case Germany shall make 
default in any. payment provided. 
for in the present arrange- 
ment— 

“1. All or part of the proceeds 
of the German customs in the 
hands of the Receiver-General 

‘of German customs may be at- 
tached by the Reparations Com- 
mission and applied in meeting 
the obligations in respect of 
which Germany has defaulted. 
In such case the Reparations 
Commission may, if it thinks 
necessary, itself undertake the 
administration and receipt of 
the customs duties. 

“2. The Reparations. Commis- 
gion also may formally invite 
the German Government to pro- 
ceed to such increases of duties 
or take such steps for the pur- 
pose of increasing its resources 
as the commission may think 
necessary.”’

“The Master of Ballantrae.” 
present heyday of revues and lingerie 
farces, the choice of such a subject— 
however the original may be disfig- 
| ured—is in itself refreshing and at- 
tractive; an effort worthy of respect 
‘and of a larger audience than the 
‘handful at the opening performance. 

The play, one must admit, is dis- 
'tinctly inferior to the novel, al- 
though its chief characters, many of 
/the incidents and a quantity of Stev- 
'enson’s admirably worded dialogue 
are retained. In the first place, the

“At the present time in this coun- 
try one infant out of ten fails to 
survive the first year of life,’’ the 
lecturer said. ‘“‘Not so many years 
ago, many as two out of every 
ten infants failed to survive, ane 
still further back. more than this 
number succumbed.

They fail to thrive without sunshine 
and fresh air.. There are too many 
mothers who feel that fresh air 1s 
harmful! to their babies and that the

warm. The baby must in 
a room in which the sunshine enters 
for at least a part of every clear day, 
and the longer part of the day the: 
better. The room must be therough- 
ly ventilated; this means tHat the 
windows should be open all the time 
during the warm weather and that 
even in the winter the room should 
be aired thoroughly at least once 4 
day. removing the infant to another 


room temporarily if necessary. The; 


baby should be kept out of doors as 
much as possible in the mild weath- 
er, and in St. Louis this means a 
large portion of the year. 

“A normal, healthy infant may We 
taken out when he 2 or 3 weeks 
old if the weather mild. The 
length of the airing may be increased 
from week to week. In verv cold or 
rainy weather the daily outing may 
omitted. When the infant is 
young the outdoor airing is easilv 
accomplished by removing the crib 
or basket to a porch; later a baby 
carriage is desirable. Go-carts aro 
often used for older infants but are 
uncomfortable, they do not permit 
the infant to be well wrapped up and 
are so close to the street that dust 
and dirt blow in the child's face.

In the beginnings it was 
contended by those opposed to this proposition 
that this bill as drafted was unconstitutional. 
because it denied to unnaturalized residents of 
the State certain privileges accorded as a right 
to citizens. Later on, thig same position was 
assumed before the lower courts of the State, 
before our Superior and our Supreme Court. 
and finally before the Supreme Court of the 
United States, all of which courts decided that 
said position was not well taken, and in addi- 
tion that the claim to hunt or shoot or be pos- 
sessed of a shotgun or rifle by an unnaturalized 
foreign-born resident was a privilege that might 
be granted or denied by our Legislature, and 
was not an inherent right —Joseph Kalbfus, 
secretary Game Commission of Pennsrlvanta.
